Election/Restrictions 

1 . While any delay in prosecution is regrettable, the previous election of species is 
hereby withdrawn. Upon further review and consideration a new grounds of restriction 
is herein made.

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a helicopter control system, classified in class 244, 
subclass 17.25. 

II. Claims 1,18-21, drawn to a helicopter with 2 engines and transmission, 
classified in class 244, subclass 56. 

III. Claims 1 ,22 and 23, drawn to a helicopter structure, classified in class 
244, subclass 129.1. 

IV. Claims 1 and 24-31 , drawn to a helicopter landing gear, classified in class 
244, subclass 108. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such 
as in a helicopter with only 1 engine. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
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shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III has separate utility 
such as in a helicopter with standard control system using a swashplate and collective 
and cyclic pitch rotor. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

5. Inventions I and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable.
